has signed the same bill into law— 
making metropolitan Little Rock one 
big anti-noise area where a squawk 
out of an auto horn at the wrong 
time and place will bring a police- 
man around. 


Every city should have an ord- 


inance, and should strictly enforce 
it, forbidding the blowing of auto 
horns anywhere inside the city limits 
at any lime. 


Drivers' arguments to the contrary 


arc pure nonsense. 


We had this same argument in au- 


tomobile circles 20 years ago regard- 
ing the use of "cul-outs" on muf- 
flers, some bitter-enders contending 
that use of the "cut-outs" gave a 
car more power. 


But the pure weight of numbers, as 


automobiles jumped into the millions, 
finally force elimination of the "cut- 
out", and 
today it is forcing

horns. 


When cities like New York—which 


j started this anti-noise campaign in 
1939—can manage automobile 
traffic 


with safely and without horns, then 
the opposition looks pretty silly in 
towns like Litlle Rock, and sillier still 
in Hope.

revised plans for maneuvers in which 
113,000 men would participate and the 
changing of troops concentration date 
from August U' to 17, it was officially 
announced Wednesday. 


The delay was necessary, Second 


Army execulives said, because some 
units needed extra time for the com- 
pletion training at home posts. 


The massing of forces will allow the 


army to move from Arkansas into 
Louisiana where, in September, it 
will combat the Third Army in the 
war games cnvolving upwards of 425,- 
000 of the nation's newl y trained 
soldiers. 


The Second Army maneuvers will 


include 19,000 men in each of the 
square divisions the 35th, 33rd, and 
the 27th; 15,000 in each of two triangu- 
lar of the 5th division from Fort 
Suster, and the 5th from Fort Wood, 
Mo.; 5,000 men of the Glh calvary from 
Fort Riley; 5,000 in the 75th field ar- 
tilery brigade from Camp Forrest, 
Term., and 5,000 from the field ar- 
tillery of Fort Wood in addition to 
11,000 from Fort Knox who will "pn'Ji 
ticipate.

But does that mean there will be 
no refrigerators, pots and pans, vacu- 
um cleaners, bits and spurs, vacuum 
bottles, milk pails, marimbas and a 
thousand and one other 
aluminum 


things? No, it means simply that all 
these things will be made of some- 
thing else—plastics, glass, enamel-ware 
porcelain—but mostly plastics. 


Gano Dunn,' OFM expert, has esti- 


mated the 1941 steel shortage at 1,- 
400,000 tons and a deficit of 6,400,- 
000 tons is • forecast for next year. 
But 75 per cent of the nation's steel 
consumption now is civilian consump- 
tion. That means that national defense 
will have to dip into that 75 per 
cent to make up the shortage. We'll 
have to drive the old car a few months 
longer and again take other metals and 
plastics instead of steel. 


Substitutes, Not'Ersatz' 


The ResearcrFinstitute of America 


recently made a survey of substi- 
tution possibilities in all 
materials 


where shortagesjmight develop. Rep. 


Homer D. Angell of Oregon, filed this 
report with the House. It included ev- 
erything from fiber for leather in 
football helmets, and white metal for 
nickel in clarinets, to glass and plas- 
tic for brass doorknobs. 


The report also included a survey 


of what Nazi Germany has done along 
this line (this does not include 'ersatz' 
or simulated materials—merely sub- 
stitutes). A few of them are interest- 
ing: glass wool for asbestos; glass 
and porcelain for copper in beer brew- 
ing equipment; pressed glass for wash- 
boards and 'fish net weights; poplar 
wood for bottle corks;! 
and whale 


whiskers and hair for pig bristles. 


The way the experts sum it up, 


shortages in this country will mean 
substitution 
and conservation, 
withj 


good chances that inconveniences re- 
sulting from the latter will not bo more 
than temporary, if .the consuming pub- 
lic cooperates.

WASHINGTON - Up to now the 


war has hit most of us In the pocket- 
book, the electric refrigerator and 
the fasteners on our clothes. 


Next month it starts in on the kitc- 


hen, the bathroom and the scrap box 
of nuts and bolts nnd wire In the base- 
ment—possibly on the Sunday after- 
noon joy ride. 


By fail it'll catch us in the stilt 


and overcoat, probably the fuel oil 
tank and possibly rent. Come winter 
we may oven be giving up that now 
house we planned—or at toast mod- 
ifying its design. 


Next year? 
Every hour of the day will find us 


making a sacrifice if the war Ulsts. 


Oddly enough, we soon may bo liv- 


ing betler in some respects because 
Uncle Jim, who hasn't had ;i jib in 
years may be working steadily al the 
foundry. 


We're already paying through the 


pocketbook because of the 10 per cent 
social income tax for defense and 
we'll be paying even heavier next 
year. If wo haven't put out income 
tax money, we have paid extra on 
taxable products like movies, cig- 
arels, etc., either because taxes are 
higher, or because we've bought more. 


We are paying through the refriger- 


ator, because ice trays are getting 
scarcer, and so are the freezing units. 


We're paying through clothes fast- 


eners, 
because 
manufactures 
have 


been forced to lower the quality of 
dollar wash frocks for women by put- 
ling on more and cheaper buttons, and 
fewer zippers. 


So far, aluminum products are un- 


der the heaviest restrictions. That's 
because defense industry is absorbing 
every pound of virgin aluminum pro- 
duction in this country. 


Next hardest for tho house-holder 


to get will soon be copper. I know 
a woman who already has given up 
her cherished hobby—making dishes 
and decorative pieces out of sheet 
copper. A month ago, the price went 
up on her. Now she can't even buy 
coper in the desired form. The trou- 
ble is, we're going to produce less 
than 1,500,000 short tons of copper this 
year, and defense nnd civilian needs 
require more than 1,800,000 tons. There 
just isn't enough to go around. 


Zinc is scarcer, too, to galvanize 


your fence posts, for roofing and for 
garbage cans. Steel for that new home 
you've been planning is being delay- 
ed 14 to 18 weeks now, because Uncle 
Sam is buying so much. 


Mrs. 
John Q. Citizen, you're al- 


ready paying 25 to 30 per cent more 
for wash frocks, or taking poorer 
quality. And just wait until you gel 
ready to buy your winter coat and 
Mrs; They'll cost you at least 20 
per cent more, say the retailers. 


If your husband thinks he'll es- 


cape, he's mistaken. Either he'll take 
cotton and wool mixtures, or he'll 
pay $2.50 to $5.00 more for his winter 
suit and overcoat. 


As for food, we have plenty. In 


general, food prices are much lower 
than they were in prosperous 1929, 
and somewhat lower even than they 
were in 1937. 


; The government index for all foods, 
taking the 1935-39 average as 100, 
shows prices wore up around 131 in 
1929. The index stood nt 107.9 in 1937, 
and it's only up to 100.G now. 


But in areas where defense industr- 


ies or army camps are located food 
costs are much higher, or they're 
spolty and uncertain. 


Take the case of my wife and the 


string beuns, here 
In Washington. 


Last summer, her grocer bought a 
local standard-pack can 
of string 


beans, and sold them to her for 5 
cents a can. Now she pays 9 cents, 
and her grocer tells her string beuns 
can't be had until the new pack comes 
in July. 


But, 
strangely enough, there may 


be no canned bean crisis in Keokuk, 
la., or Peoriu. 


On the 
other hand, 
top 
round 


steak a few years ago, and the stores 
had to moot tho competition—even 
at a loss. 


There are four reasons why we're 


having all these little troubles: 


1. Diversion of supplies to defense 


and to Groat Britain. That creates 
demand and scarcity. 


2. More people are working, and 


demand is greater for tilings they 
couldn't buy before they got jobs. 


3. The government is pegging prices 


of promising to peg them on several 
farm products, a-mong them pork and 
tomatoes. They'll need lots of toma- 
toes for Britain. Vitamins. 


4. Many manufacturers and peo- 


ple themselves tend to create on ar- 
tificial scarcity by buying more than 
they need as a backlog. That's what 
caused the sugar crisis a few months 
ago. The government stepped in on 
that, broke up the panic and the extra 
profits. 


P. S. to housewives: 


About tho only thing you buy often 


that won't bo going up or scarce soon( 
will be stockings. There are sub- 
stitute fibres aplenty, even if Japun 
pegs the price of silk. You're actually 
paying loss now than you were a year 
ago.
